Roy Nelson, Son of C. C. Nel- 
son, Suffers With Teeth 
In Windpipe 


HERE FOUR YEARS AGO 


Oakland Concern Sued When 
Pulled Teeth Lodged 
in Throat 





Word was received today of 
the court victory won by Mr. and 
Mrs. C. C. Nelson in the inter- 
ests of their son, Roy, who for 
years suffered from two teeth he- 
ing lodged in his wind pipe. 

A sum of $12.500 was awarded 
the former Uplander who now 





lives in Oakland. 

The award came after a long 
legal fight and after Roy had suf- 
fered for several years following 
the extraction of teeth by an at- 
tendant of Painless Parker, chain 
dentist operating in the state. 

It was charged that the atten- 
dant in the Oakland office of the 
concern pulled two teeth instead 
of one and tnat they were acci- 
dentally dropped in Roy’s throat, 
where they lodged in his wind- 
pipe. 

Efforts of medical attendants 
to remove the teeth failed, but 
young Nelson finally 
them from his throat by cough- 
ing. 

Decision of a local court in the 
bay district awarded damages to 
the youth and it was taken to 
the state appeals court in San 
‘Francisco. The verdict of the
